FRENCH CAPITAL 

It is estimated there is 200,000,000 
pounds of French capital now in En- 
gland. Holland, Belgium, Switzerland 
and Egypt. Most of the French in- 
vestments have been in pounds. Seli- 
ing of any considerable portion of 
these investments would bring a flood 
of francs back to France. 

But timid Prench capital needs en- 
couragement to come home. It will 
have the necessary encouragement, 
the government believes, if France's 
credit is re-established everywhere. 
The difficulty is to overcome the fear 
ot the French Parliament that the 
United States may prove a hard cred- 
itor but the advantages of reopening 
American credit simultaneously with 
the gradual recovery of the franc will 
be sufficient in the view of the gov- 
ett ment to convince Parliament, 
which already has shown itself docile 
before Poincare’s rapid fire reforms. 

‘France also can sign the agree- 
ment as it stands, it is now being 
figured, because the whole question 
of inter-Allied debts and reparations 
is sure to come up for general dis- 
cussion within the next few years.

Local Man Charged With Assaulting Father in Row 
Over Divorce Liberated From Jail 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 5. (P)—John C. Howard of Los Angeles who was 
arrested last night on a charge of assaulting his father, John F. Howard, 
a mayonnaise manufacturer of Haverhill, Mass, was released today. 


Howard, who came to Mexico with 
his brother, Albert F. Howard, in an 
endeavor to have his father make «a 
settlement upon their mother in 
Haverhill, was held incommunicado, 
but was released today after United 
States Vice-Consul McCardle went to 
the prison to investigate. Meanwhile 
Victor Velasquez, attorney for the 
sons, filed a petition stating that 
John's arrest without a warrant wag 
unjustified and that the charges 
against him had not been substan- 
tiated. 

The complaint was made by Mexi- 
Can detectives who said they found 
John and Arthur beating their father 
at the latter's hotel. 

Charges and counter-charges have 
been numerous among the Howards 
since the sons came to Mexico. and 
filed charges that their father had 
committed perjury and bigamy in 
getting a Mexican divorce and marry- 
ing Mrs. Eleanor B. Phillips of Mil- 
waukee. 

An assault charge also was made 
against Albert Howard, but he was 
mot arrested. Velasquez today re- 
iterated his assertion last night that 
the arrest was a “frame-up” for the 
purpose of having the sons expelled 
from Mexico. 

The United States Embassy and 
consulate made it perfectly clear that 
the American officials were not in- 
tervening in the private family row, 
end that they have had nothing to 
do in the fight between the father 
and sons. The consulate merely in- 
vestigated complaints that an Ameri- 
can citizen had been arrested and 
jailed without a warrant and was 
being held incommunicado. 

Such an investigation, it was said, 
would be made in behalf of any 
American 
merits of the case.

TOKIO, Aug. 5. (Exclusive).— 
Earthquakes, fires and floods con- 
tinue to ravage Japan, inflicting mil- 
nor of dollars worth of damage 
and costing hundreds of lives and 
widespread suffering. 

Last night the worst floods in 
balf a century devastated section of 
Akita prefecture, where 4000 houses 
were destroyed. The casualties have 
not yet been reported, but they 
probably are heavy.

The town of Honjo, of 13,000 per- 
sons, last night was completely cov- 
ered with the swirling waters of the 
overflowing river, while a gale drove 
the sea into the harbor, 
the combined floods.

Baltimore and Ohio Will Inaugurate Motor Bus 
Service to and from Trains; Public Coddled

Yesterday became statement day in 
the Aimee Semple McPherson mys- 
tery case, when statements were is- 
sued in rapid succession by officials 
connected with the investigation. 

The grand jury met to present to 
Dist.-Atty. Keyes a letter setting 
forth its attitude toward the future 
conduct of the inquiry. 

The sending of the letter was 
stopped by the sudden appearance 
on the scene of Superior Judge 
Keetch, who, after a twenty-min- 
ute conference with members ot the 
grand jury, issued a lengthy state- 
ments criticising the grand jury. He 
asserted certain facts of the inves- 
tigation were not kept secret, that 
public officials had been commended 
by the jurors, and he criticised the 
manner in which the McPherson in- 
vestigation at Carmel was conducted. 

Judge Keetch called the grand jur- 
ors before him during a noon recess, 
when William H. Carter, foreman, 
asked him about the advisability of 
sending a letter to Mr. Keyes set- 
ting forth the attitude of the jurors 
in which he was requested not to 
drop the case but to carry on the in- 
vestigation in a secret manner. 


READY TO LISTEN 

Later, Mr. Keyes was called be- 
fore the grand jury, when he was 
reported to have been informed the 
letter would not be sent to him as 
previo planned. It was reported 
Judge tch’s conference with the 
jurors resulted in this move. Mr. 
Keyes, it was said, was informed of 
the substance of the letter when he 
went before the grand jury in the 
afternoon, and was told that if he 
had any further evidence “in this 


case or in any other case the grand 


jury will be. glad to listen to you.” 

The substance of the letter was an- 
nounced following a grand jury meet- 
ing on Tuebday hen the jurors, by

With Unlimited Scope 


Within two weeks the Federal pro- 
hibition force in Southern Califor- 
nia will be augmented by a squad of 
fifteen new operatives whose author- 
ity of search and seizure will be ex- 


‘tended to the sea as well as land, 
and who will be acting under in- 
structio to spare nothing to wipe 
éut rum-running. 

Members of the new hand-picked 
battalion will be known as inspec- 
tors of customs, but in reality they 
are prohibition agents whose scope 
of activities is not limited by ter- 
rain boundaries. 

The new thrust at rum-running 
was brought about by Gen. Lincoln 
C. Andrews, dry czar of the United 
States, before he departed for his Eu- 
ropean trip and, eccording to Federal 
officials, was designed to complete 
Gen. Andrews’s plan to correlate the 
law enforcement effectiveness of the 
prohibition, customs and coast guard 
branches of the Treasury Depart- 
ment.
